U.S. Business 
Has Turned 
Optimistic

Polio Epidemics

U. S. Must 
Not Miss Boat 
on Atom

bomb without fear — or we'll miss 
the boat for "the great 
atomic 
adventure."

"a good deal of jumpiness about 
atomic bombs" and that it is due 
partly to "public statements1' and 
scare stories by some folks who 
believe that the only way to im- 
press people about something is to 
scare the hell out of them." 


Lilienthal declined to say

Chairman 
of the U. S. Atomic 
Energy 
'Commission, 
Lilienthal 
said: 


"I can't in the foreseeable 
fu- 


ture see existing sources of elec- 
trical energy wiped out by the ad- 
vent of nuclear power, x x x nuclear 
power will fit in with and supple- 
ment other power resources x x x. 


"The 
advent / of atomic power 
may well lead to a general expan-

Lilienthal said it is up to the

Has Turned 
Optimistic

Who 
should do it, a nation with similar 
language and background, or one 
with a different language and back 
ground?" 
Collapse, did she say? The Bri- 
tish, Empire? 
"Disgusting," 
stormed 
C. 
R. 
Stannard, of Ipswich, Suffolk, when 
he read Miss Winn's letter in a 
London paper. He wound up for 
700 words, lividly tracing the Bat- 
tle of Britain and the course of the 
war thereafter. 
"Do you seriously think," 
he 
wanted to know, "the British would 
go through all this just to become 
an American colony? 
"If you want to help Britain, 
send more food at a cheap rate 
instead of putting up the prices 
ot cdmmodities which 
we must 
h3ve and so making us use up our 
loan more quickly. Think less of 
your precious dollars, give up some 
of your own food and try and think 
more of the weary British house- 
wife who has to feed for a week 
on as much as you probably eat 
in a day." 
Stannard bowed deeply to what 
American men and machines dirl 
in the war, but some of the others 
didn't. They wrote heatedly about 
the conduct of American soldiers 
anc} airmen in Britain during the 
war, and it was one of these who 
expressed gratitude that Miss Wiii:i 
is several thousand miles away. 
Miss Winn is probably glad, too.

Never one to pass up a chance 
ike that, Miss Winn launched her 
dea about the British becoming 
Americans, expanding it with the 
suggestion that "the British Isles 
could become . . 
extra States." 
"If," she concluded, "the British 
Empire shduld collapse, some coun- 
try will doubtless take over. Who 
should do it, a nation with similar 
language and background, or one 
with a different language and back 
ground?" 
Collapse, did she say? The Bri- 
tish, Empire? 
"Disgusting," 
stormed 
C. 
R. 
Stannard, of Ipswich, Suffolk, when 
he read Miss Winn's letter in a 
London paper. He wound up for 
700 words, lividly tracing the Bat- 
tle of Britain and the course of the 
war thereafter. 
"Do you seriously think," 
he 
wanted to know, "the British would 
go through all this just to become 
an American colony? 
"If you want to help Britain, 
send more food at a cheap rate 
instead of putting up the prices 
ot cdmmodities which 
we must 
h3ve and so making us use up our 
loan more quickly. Think less of 
your precious dollars, give up some 
of your own food and try and think 
more of the weary British house- 
wife who has to feed for a week 
on as much as you probably eat 
in a day." 
Stannard bowed deeply to what 
American men and machines dirl 
in the war, but some of the others 
didn't. They wrote heatedly about 
the conduct of American soldiers 
anc} airmen in Britain during the 
war, and it was one of these who 
expressed gratitude that Miss Wiii:i 
is several thousand miles away. 
Miss Winn is probably glad, too. 
But there were a number of sym- 
pathetic answers, which, although 
they didn't come right out and a- 
gree with Miss Winn, spoke warm- 
ly of "friendship1 .and

Britain 
Declares 
War on Loafers

London, Aug. 7—W)—"Who, us?" 
Around the greyhound tracks, in 


the more furtive west end clubs on 
the bomb-pocked street corners of

Never one to pass up a chance 
ike that, Miss Winn launched her 
dea about the British becoming 
Americans, expanding it with the 
suggestion that "the British Isles 
could become . . 
extra States." 
"If," she concluded, "the British 
Empire shduld collapse, some coun- 
try will doubtless take over. Who 
should do it, a nation with similar 
language and background, or one 
with a different language and back 
ground?" 
Collapse, did she say? The Bri- 
tish, Empire? 
"Disgusting," 
stormed 
C. 
R. 
Stannard, of Ipswich, Suffolk, when 
he read Miss Winn's letter in a 
London paper. He wound up for 
700 words, lividly tracing the Bat- 
tle of Britain and the course of the 
war thereafter. 
"Do you seriously think," 
he 
wanted to know, "the British would 
go through all this just to become 
an American colony? 
"If you want to help Britain, 
send more food at a cheap rate 
instead of putting up the prices 
ot cdmmodities which 
we must 
h3ve and so making us use up our 
loan more quickly. Think less of 
your precious dollars, give up some 
of your own food and try and think 
more of the weary British house- 
wife who has to feed for a week 
on as much as you probably eat 
in a day." 
Stannard bowed deeply to what 
American men and machines dirl 
in the war, but some of the others 
didn't. They wrote heatedly about 
the conduct of American soldiers 
anc} airmen in Britain during the 
war, and it was one of these who 
expressed gratitude that Miss Wiii:i 
is several thousand miles away. 
Miss Winn is probably glad, too. 
But there were a number of sym- 
pathetic answers, which, although 
they didn't come right out and a- 
gree with Miss Winn, spoke warm- 
ly of "friendship1 .and 
"hands 
clasped across the sea."

Collapse, did she say? The Bri- 
tish, Empire? 
"Disgusting," 
stormed 
C. 
R. 
Stannard, of Ipswich, Suffolk, when 
he read Miss Winn's letter in a 
London paper. He wound up for 
700 words, lividly tracing the Bat- 
tle of Britain and the course of the 
war thereafter. 
"Do you seriously think," 
he 
wanted to know, "the British would 
go through all this just to become 
an American colony? 
"If you want to help Britain, 
send more food at a cheap rate 
instead of putting up the prices

Think less of 
your precious dollars, give up some 
of your own food and try and think 
more of the weary British house- 
wife who has to feed for a week 
on as much as you probably eat 
in a day."

Since Washington State set the 
example in 1935, a total of 20 states 
have adopted the use tax Oregon 
will hold a popular referendum 
on a three per cent tax in October, 
and Illinois has been flirting with 
the.

• Such taxes range from one per 
cent in Louisiana to three per cent 
in Michigan, North Carolina, Ohio, 
South Dakota and Washington. The 
list of items covered-differs slight- 
ly.

Storage Tax 
It-requires the buyer to1 pay, for 
the storage or use of tangible per- 
sonal property, as much as the 
sales tax would have been if he had 
bought in the state. Its purpose 
is to see that you don't cheat your 
state, or its merchants, by buying 
in another state that has no sales 
tax.Most use taxes were adopted, be- 
fore the war. Connecticut is one of 
a few which have added it to help 
pay for GI bonuses. Oregon's three 
per cent tax, if adopted; Rhode Is- 
land's one per cent tax; Mary- 
land's and Tennessee's 
two per 
cent taxes are the other newcom- 
ers.

Tax experts expect these new- 
comers to find what most of the 
oM-timcrs have discovered—Hhat 
it's much easier to write'such a 
law than to enforce it. 
There was a time, for example, 


when New York City police estab- 
lished a blookade of tunnels and 
bridges to New Jersey, trying to 
collect the city tax on cigarettes. 
.The return didn't pay the cops' 
salaries. 
Another time, New York 
tried 
to blockade the Connecticut border 
to catch scofflaw citizens .bring- 
ing in liquor that 
WHS cheaper 


in Connecticut than in New York. 
1 Illinois, with a three-cent cig- 
arette ta.x, once patrolled the In- 
diana border seeking "smugglers" 
with taxfree cigarettes.

• Such taxes range from one per 
cent in Louisiana to three per cent 
in Michigan, North Carolina, Ohio, 
South Dakota and Washington.

Storage Tax 
It-requires the buyer to1 pay, for 
the storage or use of tangible per- 
sonal property, as much as the 
sales tax would have been if he had 
bought in the state. Its purpose 
is to see that you don't cheat your 
state, or its merchants, by buying 
in another state that has no sales 
tax.Most use taxes were adopted, be- 
fore the war. Connecticut is one of 
a few which have added it to help 
pay for GI bonuses. Oregon's three 
per cent tax, if adopted; Rhode Is- 
land's one per cent tax; Mary- 
land's and Tennessee's 
two per 
cent taxes are the other newcom- 
ers.

Tax experts expect these new- 
comers to find what most of the 
oM-timcrs have discovered—Hhat 
it's much easier to write'such a 
law than to enforce it. 
There was a time, for example, 


when New York City police estab- 
lished a blookade of tunnels and 
bridges to New Jersey, trying to 
collect the city tax on cigarettes. 
.The return didn't pay the cops' 
salaries. 
Another time, New York 
tried 
to blockade the Connecticut border 
to catch scofflaw citizens .bring-

mail shipments, if the buyer wants 
Kansas has tried to net permission 
to search the mails for contraband 
so it can be taxed. 
But the net result of efforts as 
earnest and determined as those 
Connecticut promises

Since Washington State set the 
example in 1935, a total of 20 states 
have adopted the use tax Oregon 
will hold a popular referendum 
on a three per cent tax in October, 
and Illinois has been flirting with 
the. 
idea for some -time without 
taking- action.

• Such taxes range from one per 
cent in Louisiana to three per cent 
in Michigan, North Carolina, Ohio, 
South Dakota and Washington. The 
list of items covered-differs slight- 
ly. But in general the use tax- is 
much the same everywhere: 


Storage Tax 
It-requires the buyer to1 pay, for 
the storage or use of tangible per- 
sonal property, as much as the 
sales tax would have been if he had 
bought in the state. Its purpose 
is to see that you don't cheat your 
state, or its merchants, by buying 
in another state that has no sales 
tax.Most use taxes were adopted, be- 
fore the war. Connecticut is one of 
a few which have added it to help 
pay for GI bonuses. Oregon's three 
per cent tax, if adopted; Rhode Is- 
land's one per cent tax; Mary- 
land's and Tennessee's 
two per 
cent taxes are the other newcom- 
ers.

Tax experts expect these new- 
comers to find what most of the 
oM-timcrs have discovered—Hhat 
it's much easier to write'such a 
law than to enforce it. 
There was a time, for example, 


when New York City police estab- 
lished a blookade of tunnels and 
bridges to New Jersey, trying to 
collect the city tax on cigarettes. 
.The return didn't pay the cops' 
salaries. 
Another time, New York 
tried 
to blockade the Connecticut border 
to catch scofflaw citizens .bring- 
ing in liquor that 
WHS cheaper 


in Connecticut than in New York. 
1 Illinois, with a three-cent cig- 
arette ta.x, once patrolled the In- 
diana border seeking "smugglers" 
with taxfree cigarettes. 


And Ohio tried having special in 
speclors follow trucks! deliverinc; 
tax-free cigarettes; the drivers took 
their packages back to-the .store 
rather than embarrass customers 
Washington has persuaded, some 
Portland, Ore., stores to collect for 
it; Ohio and Michigan have e.ot 
two big mail order houses to "of 
fer" to 'accept" the use. tax on 
mail shipments, if the buyer wants 
Kansas has tried to net permission 
to search the mails for contraband 
so it can be taxed. 
But the net result of efforts as 
earnest and determined as those 
Connecticut promises 
have. con- 
vinced many tax authorities that 
a use tax can not be collected on 
most articles.

New York City, which is much 
more compact' and better1 policed 
than any state, virtually gave up 
years .'ago except for a few big. 
expensive, easily traceable things. 
It wrote into its law—as have sev- 
eral states—an exemption that in 
effect exempts small purchases.

from interfering with the 
Atomi 
Energy Commission, 
and 
woul 
have required the commission's ap 
provul before it undertook any ac 
tivity in the atomic field. 
In vetoing the newspaper vendor 


measure, Mr. Truman said it would 
exclude from social security 
pro 
lection vendors who are bona-fidi 
emnloycs of their publishers. 
"This bill proceeds in a direction 


which is exactly opposed 
to 
thr 


one our nation should pursue," hi 
said. "It restricts and narrows cov 
erage under our 
social 
securitj 


law,

to enlarge that coverage."

Since Washington State set the 
example in 1935, a total of 20 states 
have adopted the use tax Oregon 
will hold a popular referendum 
on a three per cent tax in October, 
and Illinois has been flirting with 
the.

• Such taxes range from one per 
cent in Louisiana to three per cent 
in Michigan, North Carolina, Ohio, 
South Dakota and Washington. The 
list of items covered-differs slight- 
ly. But in general the use tax- is 
much the same everywhere: 


Storage Tax 
It-requires the buyer to1 pay, for 
the storage or use of tangible per- 
sonal property, as much as the 
sales tax would have been if he had 
bought in the state. Its purpose 
is to see that you don't cheat your 
state, or its merchants, by buying 
in another state that has no sales 
tax.Most use taxes were adopted, be- 
fore the war. Connecticut is one of 
a few which have added it to help 
pay for GI bonuses. Oregon's three 
per cent tax, if adopted; Rhode Is- 
land's one per cent tax; Mary- 
land's and Tennessee's 
two per 
cent taxes are the other newcom- 
ers.

Tax experts expect these new- 
comers to find what most of the 
oM-timcrs have discovered—Hhat 
it's much easier to write'such a 
law than to enforce it. 
There was a time, for example, 


when New York City police estab- 
lished a blookade of tunnels and 
bridges to New Jersey, trying to 
collect the city tax on cigarettes. 
.The return didn't pay the cops' 
salaries. 
Another time, New York 
tried 
to blockade the Connecticut border 
to catch scofflaw citizens .bring- 
ing in liquor that 
WHS cheaper 


in Connecticut than in New York. 
1 Illinois, with a three-cent cig- 
arette ta.x, once patrolled the In- 
diana border seeking "smugglers" 
with taxfree cigarettes. 


And Ohio tried having special in 
speclors follow trucks! deliverinc; 
tax-free cigarettes; the drivers took 
their packages back to-the .store 
rather than embarrass customers 
Washington has persuaded, some 
Portland, Ore., stores to collect for 
it; Ohio and Michigan have e.ot 
two big mail order houses to "of 
fer" to 'accept" the use. tax on 
mail shipments, if the buyer wants 
Kansas has tried to net permission 
to search the mails for contraband 
so it can be taxed. 
But the net result of efforts as 
earnest and determined as those 
Connecticut promises 
have. con- 
vinced many tax authorities that 
a use tax can not be collected on 
most articles.

New York City, which is much 
more compact' and better1 policed 
than any state, virtually gave up 
years .'ago except for a few big. 
expensive, easily traceable things. 
It wrote into its law—as have sev- 
eral states—an exemption that in 
effect exempts small purchases.
